Here- 
upon the late slaves went where they chose to 
go, and Mr. Williamson went about bis busi- 
ness, which took him that same nigbt to Har- 
risburg; and on his return, the second day 
afterward, he was arrested and taken before 
JudgKaneon a writ of habeas corpus, granted 
on the affidavit of the late slaveholder Wheeler, 
who complained that Jane Johnson aud her 
children had been forcibly taken away from him 
and were still detained by said Williamson. 


Mr. Williamson made a perfectly respectful, 


direct and pertinent answer to this charge— 
namely, that he had not ta&en away said per 
sons, never had them in his possession or custo- 
dy, and did not kuow where they were. This 
return, Judge Kane pronounced false and eva- 
sive, therefore a contempt of court; and there- 
upon sent Williamson to prison, where he stil; 
lies, with no limit to his period of incarceration 
and no prospect of its termination 


This ia a plaiu statement of the facts of the 


case; but they speak volumes, and of them- 
selves are enough to rouse tlio North to a sense 
of the degradation of the Federal Judiciary, 
and the corruption of the present National Ad- 
ministration, which sanctions all that Judge!

city subject to tnxntion, not exceeding one per cent, 
per annum, to pay off the debt assumed by the city, 
until an amount shall be collected by the city suffi- 
cient to liquidate said debt. 


In 1857 tho amount of tho funded debt Bonds 


coming due is $114,700 00, a sum altogether too 
large to bo raised by taxation in ,tny one year, as it 
would require a tax of nearly four and one half per 
cent, on the present valuation of tho taxable prop- 
erty throughout tho city, na returned by tho Asses- 
sors for this year. 


No tax has boon levied for the above purpose since 


the adoption of the present City Charter, nnd it 
still remains for your decision as to tho best means 
to provide for the payment of tbo principal of tho 
bonds coming due ntthat time, whether by taxation 
or a re-issue of Bonds to replace them.
